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EDITORIAL 


Who is rígfat and who is wrong? 


There are several different types of UFO kvestigatars, as my 
fíiend (dare 1 be so bold?) Albert Budden keeps reminding me. 
Tfaere are those like faimself - strictly scientifíc - who have been 
weli trained in thedr subjects - who deny anything that doesnt fít 
into a scientifíc mold. And faow right they are, for too many 
’beyond the fringe' ufologists play the game of accepting 
eveiything the witnesses say. 

If it were not for the dedicated scientists and the respected 
skeptics (yes, it's true that I respect Phii Klass although I don't 
always agree with his analyses), we would have wild scenes of 
panic all over the globe - especially in places like Africa - and 
no-one would know what to beheve. So perhaps, in all honesly, 
we should err on the side of disbelief rather than on the side of 
believing too easily. 

However, having said ail that, where does one draw the line? I 
know Hìlary Evans (one of the most analytical of UFO 
investigators) írnds it difficult to go along with the 
overwhelming numbers who claim to have been abducted. I 
attended Dr Leo Sprinkle’s Conference at the Universìty of 
Wyoming, inLaramie, USÁ, last year, and although I was stirred 
by the traumatíc and moving stories of many of the abductees, I 
could not belp questionmg if they were a reality or partially 
dredged from the subconscious of the victim’s mind. This does 
not mean to say that peopìe are Jying , but it is a known fact that 
in regressive hypnosis the actual event can be coloured by other 
happenings hidden deeply in the mind - happenings which do 
not necessarily relate to one event 
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For years now, ufologisís have been looking for proof that 
abductìons, whether from uneinotional grey-skinnod aliens or 
more attractive humanoids, are a reaìity! 

One recalls, as far back as Antonio Yillas Boas (October 1957, 
in Brasil) that Antonio said, as he was leaving the crafì he 
noticed a square box on the table in one of the rooms. The box 
had aglass Iid with a clock-like face undemeath, with a hand and 
a black mark where the 3, 6 and 9 would normally go. Where 
the 12 shculd have been, there were several markings side by 
side. Antonio thought that if he brought the box back with him, 
it wouid be proof of his abduction onto íhe craft. At no tíme did 
he see the hand moving but he did notice that one of the men 
looked at the 'clock' every now and then. 

When the entities were elsewhere cngaged, Antonio moved 
closer and took the box, trying to hide it. Immediately, one of 
the men pushed Antonio roughly aside and grabbed the box 
back. 

In a more recent event Dr Leo Sprinkle was given fhe bent 
bullet which Carl Higdan had fired at some elk when out 
hunting. It was put into a box and sealed with tape; but when Dr 
Sprinkle opened the box a few days later on, to show a ballistìcs 
expert, he was astonishcd to find that the bullet had disappeared. 
Reccntly (July 19, 1988) two women were abducted from a 
Johannesburg street in an up-market suburb. They were given 
a small piece of paper with some figures on it, by íhe 
Commander of the craft. The one abductee, thinídng this was a 
telephone number (she had no othcr recall at the time), placed 
the piece of paper in a telephone drawer. 


W^en she and her husband moved house, she retrieved the piece 
of paper and placed it elsewhere, so it did not immediately 
disappear. Subsequeot to that, she has been unable to find it 
although she has gone through ah her papers. 

Imagination, or what? Hardly applicable to Dr Sprinkle, as 
there were several witoesses to the reality ofthe bent hullet and 
tohis seaJing it in the box. 

So what am I tiying to say? That it all happened? Not at alJ, 
because I too need proof of the existence of beings from places 
or Dimensions other than those we know! 

On the other hand, reliable people have seen artifacts which they 
cannot normally explain. Do we dismìss thcir testìmony airily, 
merely because they do not have a degree? 

Is there some secret rite, some mysterious írigger which MIGHT 
provide the proof of thc rcality of all these abduction and 
contactee scenarios? Or is it indeed an imwittmg display of how 
mischievous and convincing our subconscious really is? I must 
admit that if I had not investígated certain cases myself, I too 
would fmd it all extremely diffícult to believe. How càn the 
distances - greater almost than our ìninrf; can envisagc - be 
traversed with such speed; how can they be reached at all? 

And where are the bodies that the USA govemment is supposed 
to have on ice ovcr all these years? (Certainly since the alleged 
crash at Roswell in July, 1947?) Despite my admiratìon and 
respect for Leonard Stringfreld and his updating in numerous 
papers on 'crashed retrievals' (of both craft and bodies), most of 
his sources are never revealed - admittedly due to the sensitivity 
of their job/positions or other equally legitimate reasons. 
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But whatcvcr criticism I might level at various researchers, I 
havc beeri on cases of my own where the evidence is 
indisputable, although unprovable. Nevertheless, far greaier 
minds than mine have been unable to offer alteraative solations. 
So in fact, it is not a question of wanting to believe somethúg is 
going on which \ve don't anderstand; it is more a quesiion of 
bcrng compelled to do so where the evidence is theret 

In the case of Danie van Graan (31** July, 1975) of Loxton, 
South Africa, I was on site within a short time of the event 
taking piace. The marks left by the crafì had bccn covered with 
a tarpaulin and were stilJ dear; the residue of fine greenish 
granules were still there (a high content of thaumasite, according 
to geological analysis). In the centre where the craft stood, the 
luceme (alfaJfa) had died awav, leaving an approximately two 
metre diameter drcíe where nothing grew for some years. The 
soil analysis suggested that a high alkali content would be a 
deleterious factor for the establishment of vegetation. In the 
Groendal Reserve case (October I, 1978 in South Africa), four 
boys had observed a silver object and the subsequent appearance 
of three men in silver suits, who appeared to glide over the 
surface of the land, 8 ft high fynbos andsmall trees. 

Of course, they could be hoaxing, but then Professor Rust of tfae 
Geology Dcpartment of tfae Umversity of Port Elizabetfa allowed 
me to send two of his lecturers, Russell Shone and a colleague, 
into tfac thick bush of the Reserve. Police Sergeant Chris Powell 
and several other men accompanied them. Shone reported that 
thcrc wcre nine impressions arranged symmetrically. He 
estimatcd that the object was six metres high, to be seen by the 
boys. He also did not think that in such dense bush and at that 
distancc from whcre the boys were, anyone could bave reachcd 
Uierc to flatten Ihe brush the way it was done. 


I could go on and on and on. Thc conclusion is that there are 
still the skeptics and non-believers; there are stfll those who go 
overboard atevery casc, some so bizarre that even the most way- 
out ufologist would be wary. And then thare are the middíe of 
the road persons who do not insist on believing, but have 
difiículty in discarding soine of the evidence which comes their 
way. 

I have seen this type of evidence and examined it carefuHy and 
nntil proven otherwise, to me it was totally acceptable. And it is 
this kind of proof which is going on, whatever the skeptics say! 


WHO IS RIGHT AND WHOIS WRONG? 

Have we been wrong, all aíong? 

Are aliens just ímages bom in our mind;

Into thmking they're visitors firom far Outer Space, 
speaking with gufle and moving with grace, 
when they're actually humans of different face? 
We're easy to fool, that we are! 
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CROP CIRCLES m BOTSWANA? 

We have not commented on crop circles in the past for the 
sirnple reason that no-one really seemed to know what they are 
and as such, we cannot see how they could be allied to UFOs 
until a iheory was proven. 

For thosc who are not fatmliar with the Crop Circle Syndrome, 
let us state briefly that these came into being - or so it is th pngh f 
- fairly recently, when it was brought to the public's attentioa. 
The crop circies appeared ovennght or when no-one was close 
enough to see them being formed. Initially they were merely 
circles where the com, wheat, rape, ctc. appeared to have had 
parts of the crcp bent into a perfect circle, the sheaves fortníng 
eiíher clockwise ccr anti-clockwise, Sometimes it was merely the 
edge of the circíe, to a depth of several centimetres, which was 
depressed. 

As time went on and thousands of circles vvere being fonned, the 
shapcs appeared to vaiy, and several gljphs were added. 
branching out to the edge of the cirele. 

Dr Terence Meadeu, a meíeorologist m Britain, was almost 
certain tiiat the crop circles were formed by wind vortices 
pressing down from above, and many people accepted this as the 
more scientific solution. Others suggested that the pattems were 
messages frora stars and planets far beyond our Earth, begging 
us to take care of the ecology and to mend our ways. 

In fact, one of the circles with gìyphs was recognised by the 
llopi Indians of New Mexico, USA, who stated thaf jt 
represcntod Mother Earth in distress. There were other 
solutions, such as hannful growth affecting the crop, or 
underground weaknesses. 


In 1992, the BBC revealed that two men, in their early sixties, 
had confcsscd to having hoaxed the dicles and even 
demonstrated to some leading cewspapers how this was done. 
Everyone sighed with relief: at last the mystesy was solved and 
no-onc would have to have sleepless nights any more as to what 
could be causing tbese marks in the crops. 

Shortly aíter this revelation, which ncarly everyone accepted, 
Colin Andrews, one of the main investigators into the crop 
circles, pointed out that in that year, ovcr 1000 ctroies had been 
fomed. The two hoaxters said thcy had made approximatefy 30 
circles, so they could not possibly havs covered tbem all. 

Back to the mystery, with one large difference: most people had 
heard the first broaikast on the BBC and never read about the 
follow-up story. 

We had rcceivcd enquiries frorn several sourccs in the USA and 
Great Britain, television companies and investigators. Had 
anything of tfais nature ever occurred in Africa? Às far as we 
knew, it had NOT, although one fanner of our acquaictance did 
say tiiat hc remembered seeing these ctrcles on his land, but 
could not recall the date nor the type of ciidcs fomred, so we 
never reportcd back. 

And then came a letter from Martin Chibanda, of Kwc-Kwe, in 
Zimbabwe. He had not perscmally seen the cireles, but had met 
s farmcr m Botswana who told him a most intensting story, We 
are gratefìil to Martm for this report and he is now trying to get 
hold of the fànner so that we can obtain more infcnnaticn fram 
him. But in the meantime, here is Martin's story: 
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UMDENTIFIED LIGHTS IN THE SKY 


'When I was on holiday in Botswana, a fanuer I met there 
mentioned to me that lie had lost a large amount of his maize 
crop when something apparently bumed his field. Tbe strange 
thing was that it was bumt in a specific shape dfeno tin g letíer-like 
structures carved into his crop. This he drew on paper and I 
have drawn thìs for you to see. 



'The dotted area is the unharmed poríion of tbe crop The shape 
is composed of perfectly symmetrícal circular and X-shaped 
structures ánd four ’pot-holes'. 

'According to the man, the 
’pot-holes' looked as if 
somethmg had dug into the 
soil while the rest was bumt. 
The famier also mentioncd that 
the surrounding staìks were 
lyíng flat away from the 
central shapes and that it was 
near harvest time when the 
maize was dry. 


Unfortunately, at the time I 
not ask about the size of 
the bumt area and the date it 
happcned, butl will try and get 
these details for you if I can. I 
found it all veay strange as I 
had never heard of anything 
like this before; but I must tell 
that the man was more 
about the loss of his 
crop than about the 
formation... 1 


Unknown Case N° 88 

From Marondera, Zimbabwe 

This story comes from Chífef in Marondera. 

It occurred on ths night of the 23/24* November, 1992 and 
would have been reported sooner had the witnesses had our 
address. 

Chifef was out waiking with tís dogs near the plot where he 
lived. This had a dirt road, branching off North Road, just 
outside the towu 

He saw what looked like a star, however it was much lower in 
the sky than a star, and it was moving veiy slowly, about 15 
degrees away from the position Ìn which Chifef was standing. 
There was no noise, no lights, only a very shiny reflection. It 
appeared to be completely spherical and the colour showed 
n^-adftnal tints of a bríght orange-red, not over the entire surface 
but only on what would have been the 'forward' surface, which 
was the portion moving away from the witaess. 

The height of the object was diJEBcult to estimate, but Chifef feh 
it was not less than a mile away from where he stood, but 
probabiy nearer to two miles. He thougfat of calling his family, 
but didn'tdo so at the time as he felt that if he did fetch them, the 
object might then have disappeared fiom sight. He watched the 
sphere for ábout 20 minutes and he could see it was on the other 
side of the main road to Mutare, probably above a Forestry 
Plantatíou of Hunyani Timber. 
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It continued its veiy slow movement away from the witness, at 
a 15 degree angle, and when it passed over a tree line, he lost 
sightofit. 

When he got back into the house, he mentioned it to his family. 
The foílowing moming, his daughíer, who was 14 at the rint^ 
told him that at about 11 or 11:30 the night before, she had been 
awakened by a bright light shining into her bedroom. When she 
looked outof the window, she was able to see a bright, sphedcal, 
noiseless object ìq the sky about the same size as the moon, 
travelling behind their house. What Chifef had observed had 
been ìn the front of the house. 

The daughter said she took only one look at the object, ran back 
to her bed and polled the blankets over hér head. 

She saw no lights, heard no noise, and described the object as 
’round and silver and shiny like meta].' 

Chifef said, 'If this was the object which I had already secn 
earlier on in the eveming, then it would seem that it travelled in 
a slow ellipse or circle and made m approach from entirely the 
opposite direction in whích it had at first been trave lling 1 

Chifef also reported that he had written to us before, in the early 
seventies, conceming a spherical orange-red object which he had 
seen widi his wife and a family friend, in daylight, for about 10 
or 15 minutes, from Sunningdale, in Harare. 

About the Maiondera sighting, Chifef said: ’I can ooly personally 
vouch for what I saw and cannot corroborate my daughter's 
sighting. 


Her bedrocm was on one side of thc house and my own on the 
other, so I would not necessarily have been aware of a bright 
tight at all and may not have woken anyway, if there had been 
one... It was a veiy clear, bright night, no clouds and very still, 
with good observation conditions. 1 

He concluded: 1 am a hunter with keen cyesight, and certainly 
not very impressionable. 1 

I havc written to Chifef suggestmg that it might have been a 
satellite which he saw, but he feels it was far too low in the sky 
for tM He also said that with no hills or fcopjes in ihe area to 
use for comparison makes judgíng of heights difficult. He has 
had considerable experience with machine guns in his time and 
he tealises that range judgement is important and says that had 
he been below the object, he wouid have set his sights to about 
400 to 450 metres. But in this instance, thinking about it very 
carefuìly, he feeís that it would not have bccn lcss t h a n 300 
metres and not more than 500 metres above ground level. Its 
movement was too slow for a meteorite, but of course, we are 
not aware of all the anomalous llgbts that move Ìn the sky above 
us. What is puzzling is the length of time it was observed - 20 
minutes - and one fee's, from experience, íhat for the moment, 
this must remain an 'unknown'. 

In 1964, Chifef went down the Zambezi River with Crsham 
Guy, then Director of the Queen Victoria Museum, and John 
McGeorge, a professional photographer (recently deceased). 
They slept mainly on the sandbanks of the rìver at night; they 
had no other light than that which came from the moon; no 
glows from any village or babitation, street lights or anything 
like that. 
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Graham Guy drew their attention, one mght, to an object hìgh in 
the clear sky. It was a cìgar-shaped object which appeared to be 
pulsatíng iight and traveUing very fast indeed on a straighí 
course. It was very high up and the pulsating light was a 
greenish colour. There was no sound from it as it was too high 
for any sound to have reached them anyway. They watched it 
cross the sky and it travelled at this very fast rate, out of tíseir 
sight. Graham Guy pronounccd it as being a satellite, but Chifef 
was always a bit dubious about this observaíion. 


Dalene's Report Case N° 89 

Zìmbabwe/Johaimesburg 

Dalene W. of Johannesburg, South Africa, sent in a sketcfc 
showing tke large-sized light she and others saw some years ago, 
between Eiffel Fiats and Kadoma, in Zimbabwe, near the local 
Drive-hi cinema. 

She recalls that it was on Boxing Day, 1989, when she and her 
in-laws were watching a Science Fìction rnovie at the Kadoma 
Drive-In Cinema and RestauraDt. To the right of theìr car, 
parked facing the screen, there was a trce. 

Dalene's sister-in-law was the first to spot a strange bright ligjit 
in the sky, and alcrted the others. The light travelled siowiy on 
their right-hand side and stopped for a time behind the tree. 
Tbey could see the tree very clearly, witíi the light behind it; they 
could not gauge the size, as it was hiddec by the tree, but it must 
have been very large because it was the same size as the tree in 
front of it. 


The light was a bright red-orange ball. The coiour did not 
change throughout the time the family saw it. There was no 
smeli that anyone noticed, nor any sound. 

After a while, the orange light moved forward from behind the 
tree and disappeared behind sotne hills in the directìon of 
Chakari, some 12 miles away. 

The witnesses compared the object with an aircraft, a helicopter, 
etc. and came to the conciusíon that it was nothing like any of 
those thin gB They all dccided it was definitely unidentifíable, 
that is, a UFG. 

The Ught seemed to be around the area where a new Air Force 
Base was at tfae time being constmcted, and the family thought 
that peifcaps tfce source of the light was inspecting the site. 

Subsequently, Dalene saw another strange objcct over 
Johannesburg. It was 'sometime in May 1991' and she was pait 
of a orowd of 12 sitting by her pool, facing Pretoria and the 
Haribeespooit Dam. 

This time tbere were several bright lights in the sky, and the 
people watched through binoculars. They could see a main 
stationary object, around which the Ughts moved in a clockwise 
direction, flashing red, blue and white colours. It looked to the 
watchers as if three small craft emerged from the centre of the 
larger object - which tfcey thought might be a ’mother ship' -and 
moved across the sky m different directions, one actuaUy 
moving towards Johannesburg, then back to the larger object 
a g&in. This to-and-fro movement went on for quite some time. 
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Tbe duratìon oítbe iigfa.1 display was from about 19:30 to 22:00 
hours, when Dalene lefì the party. But the people around the 
pool cont im ied to watch the objects. Thsy first thought it might 
be aircraft approaching Jan Smuts Airport, but sometíme Iater a 
plane flcw in that direction and they all saw the difíerence in size 
and colour. 

They tried to contact several people connected with the local 
UFO Associatìon, as well as the Planetarium, but were 
unsuccessful. 

The neighbours had a telescopc, and they also saw the strange 
lights performing a display of colours. It was a cool, dark nìght, 
with few stars visible. As far as Daiene recalls, the moon was 
fairly high towards the west, while the 'craft' hovered and moved 
towards the north-west 


A Humming Light Case N° 90 

Report from N.J. ofNatal, S.Africa. 

'Some years ago (I con’t recall how many), my wife and I went 
to bed at our usual time, about 22:00 hours, and went to sleep. 
About one o'ctock in the moming, we were woken up by a loud 
noise, a humming sound that seemed to be over the house. I 
asked Jill what she thought it was • a stupid question -, then got 
out of bed and drew the curtains aside, to see our garden bathed 
in a strong, silvery light, I assumed it was caused by a full 
moon. I wondered whether the humming sound was coming 
from the Umbogjntwini Factory, about six kilometres away, but 
then I realised it was overhead, and too loud! 


'I got back into bed and we sat there fecling very uneasy. No 
way was I going outside! 

'Suddenly, there was a loud Svhoosh', and I said to my wife, "My 
God, that was travellingi" We then noticed that the sound bad 
gone and the bedroom was darker. I went to the window, moved 
the curtains aside, and saw that thc ‘moonlighf had gone and it 
was a black night! 

'We kept this incident to ourselves as we were sune that peoplc 
would either think we had made it up, or that we were roimd the 
bend!*

When I was tnNew Yoik in July 1993,1 took a special trip over 
Brooklyn Bridge - admittedly in daybght - having first 
ascertained whcre Linda's apartment was; and the 12th fkxw 
window (her apartment) could be clearfy seen from where the 
woman reported her viewing. 
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ODD SEQUEL TO SANDRA'S STORY: Case N* 81

This case involved two people who had gone for a walk on the 
beach at Muizenberg in Cape Town, South Africa, when they 
spotted a light in the sky which behaved in an extraordinary 
manner. Not oníy this, but they also saw a mati emerge from the 
water, whose behaviour was exceedingly strange. 

Subsequent to these events, Sandra contacted Pam Puxley (the 
investígator) again, and reported the following: 

After she had seen the strange light and witnessed the msxi 
comìag out of tbe sca, she went back to work. Sandra works 
míh retarded adults and thcre was one mán she worked with 
who never made a sound: no speech, no ctying, nothing, not 
even a cough.

Sandra was pleased to hear a sound from the silent but it 
sbocked her, and whatever word it was that he said, the result 
was astonishing. 

Commcnt Although we fecl this has nothing to do with the 
sightìng of the light on the beach, we are printíng this ineidrjait as 
it reveals a lot about Sandra herself. She is obviously very 
sensitíve to people and their thoughts; wbich míght opjvìim* for 
her reaction to the man in the water! 


NOT REALLY PERTAINING TO UFOs 

A witaess recently made a report to your Editors and we are

*We were staying in a cottage in Avondale, a suburb of Harare, 
Zimbabwe. This cottage was part of a group of six on someone's 
property.

(I understand that whcre the cottages wcre had been an Afìican 
graveyard at one time.) 

'All of a sudden, the trees startcd to glow, as though they were on 
fire, but there was no fire there. The next day when I cxanuncd 
them, the trees were not at all bumt 

'I didn't discuss it with anyone but in those days, the people who 
witnessed it thought it was witchcraft, or ghosts whídi had set 
the trees alight, The time it happened was 18:30 in the evening. 
It could not have been the sun shioing on the trees because they 
definitely looked as though they were on fire. 

'On another occaskm, in Chinhoyi, I was with my brothers at our 
Uncle Steve's house. He and his wife had a shop along a dust 
road; really it was merely a footpath. And oq that footpath my 
síster-in-law, as far hack as she could see, saw that allthe trees 
were on.fire, as though somcone had put a lot of light bulbs on 
thetrecs. 

She was reafiy frightened, She said, "If you go on that road in 
the night you wiU find those hghts 'nmning’ in the dark." 1

Elizabeth KJarer (83), the weii-known South Afiican UFO 
contactee, dìed in Durban's Highway Hospioe in earfy February, 

Despnte her many crities - and fans, for tfaat matter • tirinlriag tbat 
EUzabeth faad led a life of luxury and easc, thiswasnottbecase. 
Certainly her latter vears were speot in ratber poor 
circumstanccs; and I know for a fact that at one stage ín the last 
few years, she had no accommodation, and was offered a honse 
for about six months by another UFO coiaa c tee. 

I also know that despite her wssh to attend many UFO 
conferences overseas, she was unable to go because of the costs 
mvolved. As for the fortune she was alleged to have maHn on 
her book Beyond the Light Barrier, this certainly never 
materiahsed. Whaíever royalties she did reccivc were meagre 
and could barely be stated to have enhanccd her situation 

The last time I saw Elizabeth on her own, she was living in a 
small but coxnfortable cottage in the groimds of her son David's 
home ìn Chnsvdle, Johannesburg, where the plots are mostly 
one quarter of an acre. Frail, and walking with a stick, this was 
not the Ehzabeth I used to know, always gentla and quietìy- 
spoken, but defiant in the faee of the crìtics of her bizane 
experieoce. 

We Qrst met in 1967/68. I kaew very little about 'Ftying 
Saucers' and had anly become interested because an article in 
ILLUSTRATED LIFE RHODESIA had produced a whm of 
letters reportingunusual expcriences. 


Someone wrote to me about Elizabeth Klarer and my curiosity 
was aroused. I was wary of her; this very attractive, aubum- 
haired woman,extremely genteel, her apartment in Johannesburg 
filled wiíh antiques and relics of more affhient times. 

She told me her story (subsequently published in FATE 
magazine, Aug. 1968), wbich briefly incorporated her earliest 
UFO sighting. 

She claimed that when she was 17 (1927), she and her sister had 
witnessed an errant meteor being deflected from crashing on 
Earth by a spacecraft. 

In 1957 she had her fírst direct contact with a 'Flying Saucer' 
when, riding on horseback on her sister and brother-in-Iaw's 
fann in the Mooi Kiver area of the Drakensberg mountain range 
(Natal, South Aírica), she watched in awe as a metal craft flew 
over her, the wind caused by its movement lifting her hat high 
off her head. Behind one of the three poitholes, she observed a 
man, arms crossed on his chest, silver-haired, slim and tall, who 
watched her with hypnotìc eyes as the craft passed by. Months 
later, Elizabeth felt compelled to go to the same hill again and 
this time when she reached there, the spaceman stood on the 
ground beside his ship. When she ran towards him, be said, 
"Not afraid this time?" and took her aboard. He introduced 
himself as Akon, a research scientist. His home planet was 
Meton in Alpha Centaun 1 , he added. 


’ÀIpha Centauri is the majcar star of a tripie-star system, 
one of which is Proxima Centauri, ihe sun of Meton. According 
to Elizabeth, Proxima has 7 planets, all inhabited. 
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Elizabeth's inidal contact with. the craft aod the spaceman is fully 
descríbed ia h©t book. 2 . 

She falls in lo\e with Akon and he with her, and theix resultant 
íove affair produces a son, Ayíing, who is bom on Meton. 
Elizabeth saysthat Akon came for her when she was five months 
pregnant but aíter the birth of Ayling, she found breathing 
difficult and her heait was affected, Sadly, she was forced to 
retum to Earth. 

During the rest of her life, she mamtained that she was in 
constant contact with Akon, although as she had mediumistìc 
powers, I suspect it was through channelling rather than through 
physical contact, and I feel that most of the philosophy recorded 
in her book was obtained in this way. 

Basìcally, it a!l boils down to whether one believes in Elizabeth’s 
story or not. When firsi confronted with its details, I was a total 
disbeliever. Then, as my invoivement with UFOs grew, I came 
across dozens of stories even more bizarre than Eíizabeth's, such 
as Antonio Villas-Boas ìn Brasil, Antonio Carlos Ferreira of 
Mirassol, also in Brasil, Kathy Davís, the USA abductee, and 
many others. There was no proof for Elizabeth’s stoiy; no other 
vritnesses, no collaboration.

Both her sister and brother-in-Iaw were dead and they perhaps 
were the only witnesses to some of the happenings. But there 
were certain thìngs she said that Iatcr became a paítem for 
contactees and abductees who claimed to have had a UFO 
experience. 

One feas to read her book to pick up the many similarities with 
thís modem pattem, and yet she vvrote and recorded all thìs in 
the sixtíes! But there were also many discrepancies, not always 
recorded in her book, but given in interviews at various times, 
and in personal discussions. 

There was a plant, allegedly brought back from Meton, which a 
well-known investigator idcntifíed at Kew Gardens as an obscure 
but earth-bom fem. There were crystals at a Museum taken 
from Akon's home, but little diíferent from those on Earth. And 
the ring Akon gave Elizabeth! Certainly unusua!, with a central 
opal-Iike stone and two others on either side. Elizabeth did not 
part with the ring, so the stones remained imidentífied, but to me 
it had the aura cf an apport, brought back mysteriously from 
some ancient past to grace again the hand of a beautíful woman. 
Elizabeth left behind a controversial legacy: shs was always a 
lady, bom in an era when to produce an illegitimate child was a 
disgrace almost beyond redempdon. Why would she have 
chosen such a stoiy? Her flight in an alleged spacecrafl was 
sensatíonal enougb. 

Could she have faked the photographs she took of Akon's craft? 
She was intelligent and technically knowledgeable (she had a 
Diploma in Meteorology and was an accomplishcd musician), so 
perhaps it is possible.

AFRINEWS N0.8 (Sept 1993). At the momeat I am 
completing a second book about UFOs in Afiica and this case 
forms cme of the chapters, but to fceep readers up to Hatw more 
mformaiion has been recailed.

A LITTLE BIT OF ASTRONOMY 

The fíve planets closest to Earth are as foliows: 

MERCURY 

Tfais is the closest planet to the Sun with only the slightest trace 
of atmosphere. It is the smallest planet, wìth the exception of 
Pluto, with diameter of only 4 878 km. The surface of Mcrcury 
is rocky and heavtly cratered, looking superfícially very much 
like that of the moon. Tfae temperature on the surface fluctuates 
between day and night from 427 °C to -173 °C. It has an 
extremety high density, second only to that of Earth. 

VENUS 

This is the second planet from the Sun and is closest to Earth in 
size and mass. It is the least known of the pianets as it ís 
surrounded by a dense atmosphere filled with impenetrablc 
clonds that obscure its surface. The atmosphere consists of 97% 
carbon dioxide. The surface is very rocky and extremeíy hot, 
witìi temperatures of450 °C duríng both day and nig ht 

MARS 

This is the fírst planet beyond Earth in the solar system. It is 
easy to recognize because of the strong red colour that led to its 
being named in honour of tbe Roman god of war. 
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The planet has a thin atmosphere made up mainly of carbon 
dioxide. The surface is both diy and cold with an avwage 
temperature of about -21 °C. It has an equatorial diameter of 
6 794 km. At one time it was thought that it was criss-crossed 
with artifidalty created canals, but these have since been proved 
to be an optical illusion. Mars has two moon, PHOBOS and 
DEIMOS. 

JUPITER 

This is hy far the largest planet ín our solar system, with an 
equatorial diameter of 142 796 km. It is also the most massive 
of the planets. It has a rocky core suitounded by liquid r 
hydrogen, above which lìes the atmosphere. The most 
interesting feature in its atmosphcre is the Great Red Spot, now 
known to be a kind of whirling storm. The surface area of the 
Spot alone is greater than that of Earth. 

SATTRN 

Without doubt the most beautiíul object in our solar syslan. 
T.ìlfft Jupiter, it has a gaseous surface and a solid core. The most 
outstanding feature of Saturn is its rings which orbit the planet. 
Xhe rings consist mainly of numerous small particlcs which 
tange from grains ofdust to boulders a few tens ofmetres aaoss. 
The equatorialdiameter is 120 000 km (9,5 times that of Earth). 
It has a veiy low density vdnch indicates that it is primarily 
composed of hydrogen and helium.

He is a tall, wìry man around 70 years of age and 
does not wear glasscs. But it is true, apart from asking him 
about his hcallh and cyesight, we did not test bis eyes, nor take 
him to thc doctor.

I have found it intriguing and thougM-provoking, 
without having the usual sensationalism and "WE ARE BEING 
INVADED FROM MARS" attitude of most UFO reporting, I 
would also like to ask if you could comment on the ‘Adamsld 
phenomenon’ in your next issue. The programme UFOS - 
MIRACLE OF THE UNKNOWN was on our TV recently and 
dealt extensively with UFOs, but ceníred particularly on 
Adamski's alleged Encounter’. 

A couple of years ago I read an old book, circa 1950s or early 
60s - the title of wfaich I have forgotten - which detailed George 
Adamski's 'encounter 1 with an alien from Venus. I did not watch 
all of the UFO programme, but from what I gathered I gained an 
impression - perhaps mistaken - that the ongin of his alien had 
mysteriously cbangcd from Vcnus to somewhere outside this 
solar system! What a coincidence that this change should have 
come about now after space probes have discovered that NO 
possible life as we know it (certainly not Adamski's humanoids) 
could exist on barren Venus! 
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1 am not dennnncing A riams ld as a complete fraud but I do frnd 
his 'expcrienco' and later elaims that the aliens gave him a 
pcndant, some aitefacts, etc., as rather suspicious.

Commeat: 

With regard to Adamski, mcst of the leading ufologists do NOT 
believe hún at ail, and although cm the evidence I have read from 
both sides of the stack, I am inclined to agree with them, I also 
feel that from subsequeDt reports we have had, perhaps he dìd 
observe something 'unknown’. 

I have always thought that people like him who are brought to 
fame bytheir sighting, are often under extreme pressure from the 
media and might be indined to add to their stoiy to satisfy the 
Press. But there is no doubt that therc was a lot that was 
fraudulent about Adamski. He called himseìf 'Professor' but it 
was a designation of his own making and some of the pictures he 
is supposed to have taken were proven fakes. 

My best advice to you is to try and read GEORGE ADAMSKI: 
THE UNTOLD STORY, by Lou Zinsstag and Timothy Good, 
published by Ceti Publicatìons, Engtand, in 1983. I think tàat ìn 
ail these way-out storíes wbere the witness appears to be suspect, 
there is a kemel of truth but íhe difficulty is to separate the wheat 
frotn the chaff.

WATER ANDITS CONNECTION WITH UFOs 

In AFRINEWS N°,4 wo drew attention to the correlations 
between UFOs and watcr, and quoted several signmir :t cases 
in which UFOs wcrc citlicr involved with the takfrig of water or 
the request for water, although its ultimate destination (whether 
to drínk it or use it mcdicinaJly was not established) was not 
obvious. 
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In thc letterfirom Jan Aldrich, the following cases (not in Afiica) 
are also brought to our attentíon and we felt readers might be 
interesled to leara of these: 

'In Spain a sighting was made at the city of Camarasa on Apnl 
14 * 1947 , People living near tbe Riegos y Fuerzas del Hbrio 
hydro-electric power plant claimed that a luminous object came 
down out of the sky, landed on the water behind the dam, floated 
for a tìme, and then was seen to sink beneath the surface.’ 

'An incident occuned in Roros, Norway, in August, 1947. Mr 
Bemard Solli, Chairman of the community, was haymaldng near 
Lake Djupsjoen. Suddenly he licard a powerful noise and saw 
a grey-blue, aluminium-coloured, shining object It floated 
down towards an islet, tumed at an abrupt angie and landed m a 
big cascade of water. When the waves had cahned, the object 
was still floating on the waterfront, but sank aíter a vdule. 

The UFO group of Trondheim made investigations 20 years 
after the incident (Summer 1967), with the help of two frog- 
men, but nothing was found’
